WASHINGTON, April 25.—The treai- 


nry gold was reduced Tuesday to $100,- 
000,000. 


This decrease in the reserve is due to 


the recent shipments of gold for foreign 
use. It is not expected there will be 
anv great demand in the immediate 
future for the yellow metal, but it is 
certain that the $100,000,000 line will 
be crossed very soon. When this hap- 
pens, it will be the second time under 
the democratic administration that the 
reserve, which has been regarded as a 
trust fund by republicans, will have 
been used for other purposes than that 
for which it was created.

NEW YOUR, April .25.— In the circuit

He thus describes the brute and his 
habitat: 
The northern side of tho 


ICetiiii peninsula, bordering1 the shores 
of 6ook's inlet, Kodiak island and the 
Ahvskan peninsula as far west as Uni- ^ 
male island, are the habitat of the Alas- 
kan brown bear (tirsus Richardsonii), 
a huge, shaggy animal, varying in 
length from six to twelve feet, and 
weighing from eight hundred to fif- 
teen hundred pounds. 
This animal 


possesses all the courage and flerc(e- 
ness of his southern cousin, the gcizzly, 
and has beeu hunted so little as yet 
that he is absolutely fearless of man 
mid is iui exceedingly dangerous ad- 
versary. The island of Kodialc, being 
moro settled than the other localities 
mentioned, is less favorable as a hunt- 
ing ground for the sportsman than tho 
wilder regions adjacent. This is espe- 
cially true of the eastern lind wooded 
end of the island. On tho west the 
country is more open, and on that ac- 
count seems to bo preferred hy the 
hear. There is still good sport to be 
hud in certain localities hereabout, 
and native guides can always be ob- 
tained nt the villages situated on the 
shores of the bays 01- on the baiilts of 
the salmon streams in this vicinity. 


lleing an expert fisher the bear fre- 


quents during the salmon season all 
'the rivers emptying1 into the liehring1 
soa and tho North Pacific aud their 
tributaries iis far as the fish go. 
After 


the salmon run is over the animal re- 
treats into the recesses of tho hills 
where berries and small game are 
plentiful. 


Tho brown bear is the great road 


maker of this part of Alaska. 
Not 


only are tho banks of the streams 
trodden into good trails by the huge 
lumbering brutes, but tho swampy 
plains are crossed in every direction 
by paths leading to the hills. The 
traveler will do well to follow them in' 
his journeying across the country, as 
they invariably lead to the best ford- 
Ing places of streams and form the 
easiest routes to the hills. 
| 


The northern limit of the brown 


hour's habitat is, as yet, undetermined, 
bnt 1 have seen them in the interior as 
fur as latitude 07 degrees, and they 
probably range still further. 


The mainland of'Alaska adjacent to 


the island of Unga is full of brown 
bears, and, 'although somewhat small- 
er than those found on tho west side 
of Cook's inlet, they are sufficiently 
llerco and aggressive.

During that campaign 


a report came in that a band of Indian, 
raiders had made its way down the 
valley, almost under the very nos^s of 
the troops; and had robbed several 
ranches, killing- the settlers. 
In order 


to successfully move against the In- 
dians iu that country it was necessary 
to inarcli at night, on account of the 
warning- sent ahead by thesigual fires. 
A troop of cavalry and a company of 
Infantry were sent out after the raid- 
ers as soon as night came. All that 
day the Indian scouts had been scat- 
tered over the valley searching- for 
trails,' and when the command was 
ready to start the scouts were ready to 
follow a trail that was" believed to be 
the one that led to the"rancheria"or 
vil- 


lage of the Indians. The trail was care- 
fully followed over the stony ground 
and 
throug-h 
the 
underbrush, the 


scouts actually feeling their way with 
their hands. 
They seemed to experi- 


ence no difficulty in tracing the trail 
with their fingers in the dark, but su4- 
denly there was ft halt. 
Word was 


sent back that another trail crossed 
the original, and it was a fresher track. 
A light was procured, and it was dis- 
covered that the cross trail was that of 
a bear, which had passed along after 
the Indians. 
The original trail was 


taken up again and followed steadily 
through the night, and the rancheria 
found and captured early in the morn- 
ing. 


The most remarkable bit of individ- 


ual trailing that ever came to my 
knowledge was the finding of "a lost 
child in the Gnunison valley. The lit- 
tle ffirl, fottr years old. wandered away 
from a cabin on Tumiche creek, and 
was not missed for several hours. Hun- 
dreds of men in the vallej' ' turned out 
and searched all thai day without 
finding a single sign of the girl. At last 


I it was proposed to send lor some Ute 
trailers at a camp about twenty miles 
away. The Indiana did not get on the 
"ground until twenty-four hours after 
the child was missing, and then the 
whole country had been so searched 


I over that all hope of a trail was seem- 
ingly gone. Three Indians went to 
work, stimulated by the promise of a 
big reward, and before dark 
they 


found the child, unhurt, but almost 
dead from fright and exposure. 
They 


did their work in a most systematic 
manner, and covered the ground so 
thoroughly that they soon found the 
direction taken, and then began an 
ideal bit of trailing. B'oot by footthey 
went over the ground, noting a broken 
twig here, a turned stone there, or a 
small impression in the damp earth. 
Sometimes they would go for a inil-j 
without finding a single thing to indi- 
cate that they were on the right trail, 
and then the}' would find a perfect im- 
pression of a little bare foot in a mud 
spot. The child was found eight miles 
from its home, and hid so close when 
the Indians approached her that they 
were almost at fault when they were 
at the end of the trail, and were com- 
pelled to double back several times be- 
fore they espied her crouched down un- 
der a fallen tree. 


The'Indian is taught from earliest 


childhood to examine and note every 
mark upon the ground, He is given 
instructions regarding the ' placing of 
his feet while on the march, and under 
all circumstances, whether in peace or 
war, he hides his trail. It becomes a 
second nature to him, and the watch- 
lug of the trail that lie crosses is as in- 
stinctive as hiding his own. The In- 
dian on a raid pays little attention to 
his front. He knows that his weakness 
Is In bis trail, and he always carefully 
g-uards the rear of the march. 
His 


knowledge of his own ability to fled 
the trail of an enemy makes him afraid 
of the discovery of that left by himself. 


Telegraphic BuBlneta to England 


pared with That In TbI* Country. 


>Villi»m II. Preece, the celebrated 


English 
electrician, visited Chicago 


and other American cities last year, 
and recently published a paper in 
which the telegraphic- systems of the 
two 
countries are 
compared. 
Mr. 


Preece "says: 


"It is quite impossible to inspect tlie 


telegraph system of the United States 
and compare It with our own system 
without drawing comparisons about 
the way in which the work is done in 
the two countries. The result of my 
visit was to confirm my views that we 
do oxir work better in England than, 
they do in the states. Our apparatus 
is better, our speed is higher. Mes- 
sages are handled with greater relia- 
bility. A message can be sent and its 
reply received with certainty in ^n 
hour In England. 
I fancy such rapid- 


ity would astonish the users of the 
telegraph in the states, except those 
in such busy centers as New York and 
Chicago, and generally the speculative 
branches of the community. The do- 
mestic 
telegram scarcely seems to 


have reached the United States, and 
this is owing probably to the fact that 
the districts of private residences, tha 
small towns and tho villages do not 
possess telegraph offices unless they 
are supplied by the railway company 
at the railway station or by the West- 
ern Union company, who do the work 
for the railway company. 


"I fail to see any superiority in the 


manipulative skill of American op 
erators. 
They 
certainly 
have 


not 
made 
the 
same 
advance 


in 
technical 
education 
that 
we 


have, and altogether it may be saic 
that the management of the 
tele 


graphs In the Hands of private enter 
prise does not compare favorably wltt 
the management of the telegraphs bj 
the state at home. At the same tim 
it must not be assumed, because th» 
government has advantageously taken 
the telegraphs In hand at home, that 
such a process would be possible In the 
states. In my opinion.it would be ab- 
solutely impossible. The civil service 
of the United States is in a very 
chaotic condition. The principal ap- 
pointments are four-year appointments 
only 
and 
are 
filled 
politically. 


The reason why our post offices and 
our telegraph offices at home work so 
well is becatise the public exercises 
such a useful and such a determined 
supervision over the work. The free 
opening of the press to complaints; 
the readiness with which members of 
the house of commons ask questions— 
though at times, perhaps, irritating 
and vexations—ara undoubtedly good 
for the' service, for they keep us all 
alive. 
Such a state of affairs is impos- 


sible in the states. The governtncntof 
the United Statesnrust first reform its 
civil service and when it gets officials 
into the service whose tenure off office 
is secure and whose zeal is us unques- 
tioned as it is in England, then there 
will be some ehance of their govern- 
ment acquiring the telegraphs; but 
under existing circumstances the ac- 
quisition of the telegraphs by the gov- 
ernment of the United States would 
amount virtually to the deterioration 
of the service."

In the rooms of Prof. E. D. Cope, of 


Philadelphia, the 
person 
fortunate 


enough to gain admission may see the 
creature which all naturalists, says the 
St. Louis Republic, are unanimous in 
pronouncing the first representative of 
the hoofed animal species. The ani- 
mal is not alive, neither is It entire so 
far as flesh and blood are concerned, 
but to the paleontologist, who cares 
only for the fossiled bones, the speci- 
men Is perfect. It is not larger than a 
yearling calf and not nearly so tall, 
and was found in the Wind river coun- 
try in Wyoming. 1'rof. Cope named it 
Phenaeodus primievus when it was 
first discovered, 
giving it 
us his 


opinion that it was akin to a specimen 
which was found several years ago in 
France (the paleotherium), and which 
gave Cuvier and the other naturalists 
BO much trouble to classify. At the 
time of the discovery of the French 
specimen the savants of Europe de- 
cided that it was the ancestor of 
"hoofed critters," but the Wind river 
fossil, which is easily distinguished as 
being the type of the same, is believed 
to be much more ancient. 
Cope's curi- 


osity was found in rocks belonging to 
the eocene period, and the time when 
it grazed on the western piairies has 
been placed as far back as five hundred 
thousand years! Every bone is perfect 
and the specimen could not be pur- 
chased for ten thousand dollars.

William Henry Bishop, writing of 


the abandoned farms of Connecticut in 
the Century, says: Nor was the in- 
quiry largely from city men, like my- 
self, who wished to take the places for 
summer homes, a demand in which 
some have seen the salvation of these 
farms, as others have seen it In more 
grazing, in sheep, tame deer, applen 
and wheat. The city men who inquire 
are only a very small party. The farms 
are being taken up by farmers for 
farming purposes. 
Many 
inquiries 


come from the west. One man that I 
know of, not having ready money to 
offer, proposed to pay for a place in 
bushels of wheat, at the market price, 
delivered at a western railway station. 
It is not so easy to prosper in the west 
as it once was. and many who have 
gone there turn back in desire to their 
New England birthplace. Prof. Hrewer, 
of Yale, a most hopeful writer on the 
subject of eastern agriculture, asserts 
that there are more abandoned farm* 
in Kansas than in New England, and 
that they are abandoned with better 
reason. There was a "dull streak," 
as some put it. in farming pfoperty 
three years ago, and the issue of the 
catalogues coincided with the dark- 
est moment of the depression; but the 
inevitable reaction set in, and it is the 
general testimony that ever since then
